"DAPEST. 22, —(P)—Re- 
ports spread today. that former

created great excitement. 
Authorities declared that such ru- 
mors were unfounded but police guard- 
ed public buildings and other strate- 
gic positions nevertheless. 


When- a woman dressed in black 
/ and a boy about 18 years old appeared 
in a motor car they were stopped on 
suspicion, but proved to be ordinary 
Budapest residents. 

First reports that the young arch 
duke had returned to Hungary reach- 
| ed the police at the beginning of the 
festivities in honor of the Hungarian 
St. Emery three days ago. 

Thev were promtply suppressed, the 
authorities doubting their truth, but 
strict orders were issued to prevent 
the gathering of Otto's supporters. 

The preparations of the police soon 
became apparent to the publie and ru 
mors that the young archduke had 
actually returned found eredence 
throughout Hungary. ‘This was flatly 
denied by the police, but ‘some nerv- 
'ousness still persisted in the public 
/ mind, 

What lent color to the rumors was 
that the Archduke Albrecht, who, 
‘on his way to South America some 
time ago swore allegience to Otto, un- 
expectedly reappeared in Hungary at | 
the beginning of the festivities. 

Albrecht previously had *een a ri- 
val candidate for the Hungarian | 
throne. The public promptly con- 
nected his return with the rumors of | 
Otto’s and asserted that Otte was 
sevreted ““ ta’ “Albrecht’s 
palace.

OFFICIALS SEEK T0 CURB 
INDIAN ACTIVITIES 


CALCUTTA, Aug. 22.—(/)\—Offi- 
cials of two provinces in British India 
today took new steps toward curbing 
anti-government activities. 

The Bengal legislative council 
passed a bill for a drastic amendment 
to the criminal laws of the province. 
arming the executive with the power 
to arrest and detain offenders for five 
years without trial. The present ordi- 
nance confers this power to deal with 
acts of terrorism, but the amendment 
is said to be designed to give general 
application in these times of general 
unrest. 

In Poona, which is in Bombay 
presidency, police raided the offices of 
several associations under a legal ban 
and also the residences of the mem- 
bers. Many persons were arrested, one 


of them a. prominent figure, president 
of the municipality. 

From Karachi, in the samé presi- 
dency. word was received of three 
demonstrations broken up by police | 
yesterday. The trouble centered arouni | 
a liquor shop picketed by nationalists. 
the first riot developing when a crow¢ 
threw mud and stones at the hop. 
They were driven away by the cticks 
of police, and the manager, who was 
endangered, was rescued by the presi- 
dent of the municipal council, 

Shortly afterward another crowd 
attempted to raid the shop but was 
dispersed. Still another occurred when 
the proprietor returned to his shop 
and was attacked by the demonstra- 
tors. Several persons were injured 
in the three attacks. 

In Caleutta the nationalists won 
the election for mayor today, al- 
though the new chief Senn like 
his predecessor, is in jail. 

The new official is Subhas Chan- 
dra Bose, successor to J. M. Sen Gup- 
ta. He defeated the Moslem, Unsud 
Dowlah. Both Bose and Sen Gupta 
are serving prison ferms for civil 
disobedience activities, so the support- 
ers of the new mayor placed his pho- 
tograph in the official chair after they 
learned he had been elected. 

A government communique from the 
summer capital, Simla, indicated that 
the operations of insurgent tribesmen 
on the northwest frontier were contin- 
uing. A small raiding party of 25 
Afridis entered the Peshawar district 
Wednesday night. Another was seen 
south of the city, near Sorozai, yes- 
terday, while stil another was near 
Attock Bridge. 

In the Kurram district the situa- 
tion was said to be improving. The 
Mathi Khel Nazirs of the Khattak 
country, south of Kohat, are handing 
Police and troops 
yesterday arrested a number of agita- 
tors in the Bannu district. 


Immigration for 1929 
Reduced to 280,000 


TASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—(A)— 
The operation of federal immigration 
laws which last year cut the inflow 
of aliens into this country to 280,000 
persons and deported 16, 000 who had 
previously entered was discussed in 
a radio speech Thursday night by 
W. W. Husband, assistant secretary 
of labor. 

The speech was delivered under 
auspices of the Washington Star over 
the Columbia broadcasting system. 

“Last year congress enacted a law 
which made deportation a more s8e- 
rious matter than before,” Mr. Hus- 
band said. “Under the new law an 
alien once deported is forever barred 
from admission to the United States 
an re-entry constitutes a felony. As 
may be imagined this drastic law has 
created hardship but on the whole 
it has aided materially in the enforce- 


ment of immigration policy.”

2,520,246 Jobless, 
G. 0. P. Leader Says 


WASHINGTON, Aug. —(UN) 
Unemployed in the United States last 
April 1 totaled 2,520,246, according 
to nearly complete census bureau fig- 
ures announced tonight by Senator 
Hatfield, republican. West Virginia, 
in a statement issued through the re- 
publican national committee. 

Hatfield’s statement denounced the 
“John Raskob democratic propaganda 
bureau” for statements issued through 
it by democratic leaders claiming five 
to six million were unemployed. 

The figures as totaled are consider- 
ably at variance with estimates of 
other interested agencies, 
asx they go represent the first national 
total of able-bidied men out of work and 
looking for a job. The American Fed- 
3,609,000 
men were ont of work in May, and 
that the number is larger now. In 
compilations of reports of nnion mem- 
bers in certain large cities they list 
about 20 per cent out of work-at the 
present time.

GERMAN ACE MYSTIFES 
BY GREENLAND FLIGHT 


COPENHAGEN, Aug. 
Captain Wolfgang Von Gronau, Ger- 
man aviator, and three companions 
today made successfully a surprise 
flight from Reykjavik, Iceland, to 
Ivigtut, at the southern tip of Green- 
land, 

Their arrival this afternoon was re- 
ported by Greenland authorities and 


cleared up a great deal of. confusion 
that had existed about their true des- 
tination. 

Von Gronau, chief-of the training 
school for commercial airplane pilots 
near Warnemuende, Germany, indi- 
cated last night in Reykjavik that he 
would return to Germany today. 

But. after starting from the harbor 
at 6:35 a.m. (2:35 a.m. E. S. T.), he 
sent a radio one hour and 35 minutes 
later that he was in 65:00 degrees lat- 
itude north and 26:20 degrees longi- 
tude west, well out on the route to 
Greenland. 

The mystery of his flight began to 
clear up definitely when he wirelessed 
at 1 p. m., Iceland time (9 a. m. E. 
S. T.), that he was nearing Cape 
Farewell, and bucking a heavy west 
wind. 

This wind slowed the speed of his 
Dornier-Wal flying boat, and it was 
»:00 p. m.. Greenland local time (1:50 
p. m. EF. S. T.), before he alighted at 
Ivigtut. 

The entire trip, of about 1,000 miles, 
over water nearly all the way, re- 
quired about eleven hours of flving. 
Von Gronau-’was accompanied by ‘an 
aviation student named Zimmer, a 
wireless operator named Albrecht and 
a mechanic named Franz Hack. 

The further plans of the German 
airmen were not reported, but it was 
believed they intended to stay for two 
days at Ivigtut, 


aptain Gronau is a student of the 
man government aviation school at 
Warnemuende, and early this week 
left the Island of Svlt, on the German 
North sea coast, in a training flight 
to Iceland.

hours after it occurred as they were 
when they were awakened early Fri- 
day morning and informed of the mat- 
ter. Although thera have been numer- 
ous successful escapes within the last 
few years from what originally was 
considered as one of the strongest jails 
in the country, the ease with which 
Thursday's delivery was carried out 
makes it the most glaring episode in 
local history. ‘ 

During the last few years at least 
13 prisoners have managed to saw 
their way to freedom—at least tem- 
porarily, and some of them ,perma- 
nently. Eleven negroes escaped from 
the fourth floor a few years ago, 
three of whom never were recaptured. 
Another convicted murderer, H. L. 
Satterfield, the last man ever to be 
hanged in Fulton county, escaped in 
virually the same way Aiken and Fair 
freed themselves. He was recaptured 
within 24 hours, however, and later 
was executed. Abe Powers, right- 
hand man of the notorious Floyd 
Woodward, bunco czar, calmly put on 
his hat and coat while a prisoner in 
the famous tower and walked non- 
chalantly past the door guard, mak- 
ing his getaway and never being re 
taken. 

Escape of Myers. 

Aside from the present case, prob- 
ably the most notable escape of a 
doomed man from an Atlanta jail was 
in 1895 when Bill Myers, convicted 
and sentenced to hang for the mur- 
der, of Forrest Crowley, prominent 
Cobb county man, mystériously dis- 
appeared a few days before the time 
set for his hanging. The Myers 
escape occurred during the adminis- 
tration of Sherifi J. J. Barnes. 

Part of the efforts of the sheriff's 
office Friday were devoted to having 
a large number of handbill circulars 
bearing the photographs and records. 
as well as descriptions of Fair and 
Aiken prepared for distribution 
throughout a large territory of the 
southeastern and Gulf states. These 
circulars, it was said by Chief Dep- 
uty Claude EF .Register, mornin 
would be ready for dissemination this 
morning. In the meantime, _tele- 
graphic notice of the daring escape 
had been broadcast throughout several 
states. 

Just why New Orleans should be 
the focal point of interest in the 
great man hunt was a matter of un- 
official conjecture around the court- 
house and jail Friday. It was ru- 
mored that during their long incar- 
ceration in the tower both Fair and 
Aiken often had been heard to mur- 
mur about “going over the big wa- 
ters,’ but whether this soliloquy per- 
tained to jail vernacular for going to 
the electric chair or was actually an 
irrepressible hope based on their se- 
cret plans for ultimate freedom could 
not be learned. 

Inasmuch as Sheriff Lowry declin- 
ed to give his reasons for believing 
th® two men would = seek to 
reach New Orleans or another point 
on the gulf coast, speculation cen- 
tered on the probability of South 
America, Honduras or some remote 
(‘entral American government-as the 
goal of the fugitives, and therefore 
the influencing factor which 
had caused the sheriff to rush his 
chief jailor to the Crescent City to 
secure the aid of police there in pre- 
venting either from stowing away on 
a vessel outward bound, It was ru- 
mored that Deputies Thomason and 
Hopkins, while ostensibly destined for 
Birmingham. probably would’ extend 
their activities to Mobile and Pensa- 
cola.

“Iron House Quiet.”

All 
was well. 

About an hour passed, according to 
the story told by cellmates. Outside

On the 11 o'clock round of the 
guardsmen the gap in the cell block 
wall was found, and the sawed-off bar 
of the window was discovered. The 
alarm was sounded. Aiken and Fair 
had escaped. 

Smuggling a Mystery. 

Gazaway, who is under indictment 
for murder in connection with the 
death of William Stewart, a ‘sales- 
man, and Smith. who also is accused 
of murder and is being held at the 
tower for “safe keeping’ for Fayette- 
ville authorities, said how Fair and 
Aiken smuggled the saws and blades 
into their cells was just as much a 
mystery to them as to the jailers. 

“Fair first began his sawing about 
two mohths age,” Smith said. “Ey- 
ery night, after the jail had become 
quiet and all the lights were dimmed, 
he would sit on the floor and work 
for hours. Often 


i went to sheep with 


him still working. He and Aiken 
sometimes worked together, but usual- 
ly Fair worked alone. In the day- 
time and early evening, when all 
of us would be exercising in the bull- 
pen, he and Aiken would discuss their 

lans in undertones. Gazaway and 

knew them generally, but not in de- 
tail. We were not taken into their 
confidence, but they knew we were 
aware of their plans. They knew 
they could not go on with the sawing 
without us knowing it. They knew 
we dared not squeal. And we knew 
it, too.” 

As he talked to the asistant solici- 
tor general ang others who went 
through the cell wing, Smith held 
Fairs now famous Bible, which he 
nearly always was reading during the 
last several months whenever anyone 
visited that section of the jail in 
which he was confined. ‘ 

Left Bible to Smith. 

“Yes, Fair left me this,” Smith said 
in referring to the Bible. “I read it 
a great deal before he left. 1 guess 
it is my property now.” 

Fair and Aiken thoroughly soaped 
that section of the bars on which they 
were sawing before going to sleep at 
night, and only the minutest inspec- 
tion would have revealed that they 
— being tampered with, Gazaway 
said. 

“They didn’t spend but a few min- 
utes sawing through the window bar 
Thursday night,” Gazaway said. “If 
they had ‘done any work on the bar 
there previously, it had been done 
without the knowledge of Smith or 
myself. We were amazed ourselves 
at the speed with which the escape 
was definitely accomplished.” 

Asked why they didn't flee too, both 
Gazaway and Smith said they were 
both confident of their ultimate ac- 
quittal and freedom, and did not “care 
to take the chance.” 

“Judge Humphries already has ad- 
mitted me te bond and I hope to have 
it posted ina day or two,” Gazaway 


said, 
Planned for Thursday. 

Both Gazaway and Smith said they 
did not believe the escape had been 
planned for Wednesday night when 
Deputy Sheriff Claude Register dis- 
covered a light out in the northwest 
corner of the jail yard.

The two prisoners also added that 
they had heard no mention of the 
condemned men using a ladder to get 
over the outer wall.

BALLOONIST EXPLORER’S CORPSE FOUND : 


Solved by Finding of Body 


OSLO, Norway, Aug. 22.—(#)—Out 
of the arctic silence today came the 
grim last chapter of aviation’s first 
north pole argosy, solving after 33 


years the mystery of how Salamon 
August Andree, Swedish balloonist— 
explorer who set out in an airship 
in 1897 for the top of the world—per- 
ished with his two companions. 

A Norwegian scientific expedition, 
headed by Dr. S. Horn, today sent 
word to Oslo that its members had 
found the bodies of Andree and his 
mates’ in a camp of their making, on 
White island, which lies east of the 
northeast island of the Spitzbergen 
group. 

The discovery was reported at 
Tromsoe by the Norwegian sealer Ter- 
ningen, which met the sealer Brat-

Diary Is Preserved. 

The Bratvaag had aboard the bod- 
ies of Andree and one of his com- 
panions. As it is not equipped with 
wireless,- the captain of the Ternin- 
gen was requested to announce the 
finding. The Bratvaag is due at 
Tromsoe September 10. 

The Terningen’s captain said that 
no trace of Andree’s balloon had been 
found. 

Andree’s diary, his scientific instru- 
ments, a few scattered objects which 
evidently had been nuzzled by bears 
but left untouched, and the bodies 
of the explorers told the gruesome tale 
of a battle with the elements in which 
the tall, blond aeronaut had survived 
his fellows. 

Identification was easy. The froz- 
én bodies were well preserved. Only 
one had deteriorated, presumably be- 
cause it lay sheltered in @ small boat 
which had been part of the equipment 
of the world’s first dirigible.

1896, when he was driven back by 
contrary’ winds,. Andree and his two 
companions took off from Danes 
island, Spitzbergen, July 11, 1897, 
and were swallowed up in the north 
country. 

Of several expeditions sent in search 
of them, the first started in Novem- 
ber, 1897, when a report was received 
of cries of distress heard by ship- 
wrecked sailors at Spitzbergen. In 
1898 and. 1899 parties searched the 
north Asiatic coast and the new Si- 
beria. island and in May, 1899, Dr.

Aug. 22—-(UN)-—Among 
the outstanding features of the pres- 
ent ceneral elections campaign is a 
movement to eliminate fn score or 
more of the political parties which 
have sprung up in the last 10 years 
in republican Germany. 

The voters will go to the polis Sep- 
tember 14 facing a list of candidates 
whose names alone ate so numerous 
as to be confusing. About 30 distinct 
and separate political groups are i 
the field, each seeking seats in the 
mew reichstac. 

The government favors elimination 
ef many of these minor groups, and 
the lector law. offered by Interior 
Minister Joseph Wirth and approved 
by the cabinet, would go far, many 
agree, toward concentrating power in 
the hands of the major parties. 

The parties which, it was believed, 
would emerge from this movement, in- 
elude: 

(1) Conservative nationalist. 

(2) Liberal bourgeors. 
(3) Catholic. 

(4) Socialist. 

(A) Communist. 

The liberal bourgeois’ party prob- 
shiy would collaborate with the Cath- 
olics. There might be other alliances 
among these major greups—but rhe 
objective of eliminating the little par- 
ties would not be impaired by that 
fact. 

This movement toward a four 
five-party system in Germany 
regarded among political leaders 
the German capital as possibly the 
most sicnificant feature of the elec- 
tions.

In the first place, it might be mentioned off-hand that nearly 
all slicing is caused by drawing the face of the club across the 
ball. It means that the clubhead is swinging to the left—for a 
right-handed player—and the spin imparted tothe ball sends it 
winging towards the right. 
It means that the clubhead is coming to the ball from outside the 
line of flight. 
If you will notice most chronic slicers you will see that they aim well 
to the left of the course to allow for the slice. So their entire menta! 
picture must be one of slicing. Part of this fault may be due to getting 


the hands or the body in too soon, letting the clubhead lag or drag | 


behind. If the hands get in too quickly, the clubhead is almost certain 
to cut across the bagl.

a CURE slicing one must first of all get a mental picture of hitting 


from the inside. 
ball away from you, towards the right of the line. 

It is important here to start the clubhead back on an inside 
arc, and then to let the left shoulder and the body turn enough 
on the back swing to enable one to hit from this same arc—or 
approximately the same—as long as the club is swung from a 
position outside the line. 

The natural tendency is to turn slightly and take the clubhead back 
too far away from the body—too far outward. Let the hands come in 
closer to the body on the back swing. 

You can stand up before a ball and see that if there is no 
body turn—or an insufficient turn—there can be no way to hit 
outward. One will almost have to hit towards the left, imparting 
the spin of the slice. 

But if the clubhead is swung on an outward line through the ball 
there is little chance of cutting across. 


ANOTHER REASON AND CURE. 

BIG part of slicing is also due to lack fo use of the left hand and 

the left arm. 

You can take almost any average golfer and notice that as 
the down swing begins to work the right hand and right side 
take control and the left hand and left arm are overpowered. 

As the left hand quits there is then no guiding factor to hold the 
right hand and the clubhead along the line of flight. They turn sharply 
inward to the lett. But if the left hand and left arm keep working 
all through the swing—if they refuse to quit—then they help keep the 
clubhead in its proper place 

As a rule you can see the elbow dragging in against the left 
side, all washed out, no longer doing any business. As the left 
elbow drags back the hands swing in and naturally they drag 
the clubhead with them, the clubhead on its way cutting across 
the ball and the line of flight. This may sound to be somewhat 
complicated. But it isn’t an easy picture to paintewithout illustra- 
tions to help. Yet if one studies the situation he can get the 
menal picture clear enough and have enough to work on. 


WHAT TO DO. 


N PRACTICE one can make a point of observing the following de- 
tails— 
1—Start the clubhead back inside the ball—not away from it. 
2—Let the left side turn with the hack swing, as the weight 
shifts largely to the right foot. 
3—-Let the left hand and left arm dominate the back swing 
and the start of the down swing. 
4—Attempt to hit the ball away from you, with no thought 
of allowing for a slice. 
5—Don't let the left hand and left wrist quit working. Keep 
them as a barrier against the right hand in the final stages of the 
swing. 


’ THERE are two big faults to watch they are as follows— 
1—Failure to let the body or the left side turn enough to- 
wards the right. 
2—Failure to use the left hand as it should be used—and to 
keep it on the job until the swing is finished. 
These should be two features of the swing worth more than a casual 
study. They will also be helped by Mac Smith’s advice—‘‘Think in terms 
of swinging and not in terms of hitting.”
